City acts to regulate 
off-road motorbikes 


It now appears that regulation of off road motorbikes and motorcycles is 
clearly in Lompoc s future 
City staff members Gene Wählers, city administrator, and City Attorney 
Alan Davidson told the City Council last night that legislation is being drafted 
to prohibit dirt motorcycle riding within one quarter mile of residences 
The draft ordinance, Davidson said, which will be ready for council 
discussion in about two weeks, will “ control the problem in the entire city ” 
Discussion of the proposed measure was prompted last night by a letter to 
the council from Mrs Norma Arrowsmith of 1304 North E Place After "a 
summer of living with the daily noise" of motorbikes churning up the dirt in 
the Lompoc library area, where graders for the city’s storm drain system and 
other projects have left expanses of hilly dirt to attract off road bikers. Mrs 
Arrowsmith had had enough, she indicated 
“ Our right to enjoy the peace and quiet of our homes is being abridged,“ her 
letter pled 
Along with the prohibition being drafted against dirt motorcycling near 
homes, the council will soon also set aside a certain area of the Santa Ynez 
River bottom for off-road motorcycle use, Mayor E C Stevens said 
Aided with funds from the 1964 Parks Bond Act, the city over the years has 
been acquiring lands in the river bottom to join together as what has been 
referred to as the Santa Ynez River Wilderness Park 
Plans for traditional park development are limited to small specific areas 
where floods are unlikely to carry them away The council, which has long 
considered a large portion of the rambling river bottom area ideal for 
motorbiking, will receive a suggested improvement plan for the park within 
the next 60 days from the city Parks and Recreation Commission 
The word last night was that the local panel would begin to consider the 
residential dirt riding ban within about two weeks The council would have to 
vote in such a ban and public input on the question will probably be welcome

Airborne units 
put on alert for 
racial violence 


BOSTON (UPI) - Units of the 82nd 
Airborne Division were alerted by the 
Pentagon today in case they were 
needed to quell racial violence in 
connection with a court ordered plan to 
integrate public schools by busing. 
The action followed close on the heels 
of the mobilization of the state National 
Guard by Gov. Francis W. Sargent 
Tuesday. Earlier 450 riot trained state 
and metropolitan police were sent into 
racially tense Boston to help police cope 
with the violence. 
Pentagon officials cautioned there 
was no plan to order the airborne units 
to Boston now.

Mansfield wants Rockefeller

inconsistent with the values that I, at 
least, had been working to achieve in the 
American judicial system." 
Jaworski 
gave his 
views 
in

interview published today in the Wall 
Street 
Journal. 
Lacovara 
was 
interviewed on the NBC Today Show. 
Jaworski, 
who 
held 
the 
top 
prosecutor’s job for 11 months, said he 
had waited to offer his views on the 
pardon and Nixon’s role in the cover-up 
until a jury in the federal trial of five 
former Nixon aides and campaign 
officials had been sequestered and until 
after he had announced his resignation 
The special prosecutor said that 
evidence to be presented at the trial will 
further involve Nixon in the cover-up 


“ The evidence will show he's guilty, 
just as much as a guilty plea," he said 


Jaworski 
said acceptance of the 
pardon by Nixon clearly shows the 
former president’s guilt. 


“ A pardon isn’t just a beautiful 
document to frame and hang on the 
wall,” Jaworski said. “ You are offered 
a pardon only because it is believed you 
can be charged and convicted. You 
accept it only if you want to be cleared.”

Dean, looking thin and pale after six 
weeks in prison, described a series of 
meetings and telephone calls he had on 
June 19, 1972, when he returned to his 
White House office after a trip to the 
Philippines. The Watergate burglars 
were arrested two days earlier. 
He said Gordon C. Strachan — who will 
have a separate trial later in the cover- 
up plot — told him that he had cleaned 
out White House files “ on instructions 
from Mr. Haldeman” to make sure 
there was “ nothing embarrassing" left 
in them 
Later that day, Dean testified, he had 
a meeting to assess the situation with 
Ehrlichman and then-White House aide 
Charles W. Colson and Ehrlichman was 
worried about Hunt’s whereabouts. 
“ Ehrlichman said ‘I think someone 
ought to tell Mr. Hunt to get out of the 
country’ and he asked me ... to get that 
instruction to Mr. Hunt,” Dean said. 
Dean said he immediately telephoned 
that word to G. Gordon Liddy, the 
counsel for the Nixon campaign finance 
committee and the man who dreamed up 
the bugging scheme. A few minutes 
later, he said, Ehrlichman changed his 
mind at Colson’s insistance and ordered 
the instruction to be retracted. 
“ I called Mr. Liddy back ... but Mr. 
Liddy said the word had already been 
passed and it may be too late,” Dean 
said. 
Neither Hunt nor Liddy were arrested 
at the Watergate. 
But they were 
subsequently indicted and convicted in 
the plot and both are now free on bond 
pending appeal. 
Earlier that day, Dean recounted, he 
talked with Liddy as they strolled 
toward the Washington Monument. He

— even volunteering to stand on a street 
comer as a target for assassination if 
anyone doubted his pledge of silence.

school levels. 2) And on how much of the 
money will be spent. 
Trustee Gail Steiger appeared headed 
for a discussion of the first point 
yesterday near the conclusion of a 
special meeting and Nancy Straight and 
Midge Eveleth, both elementary school 
teachers, 
questioned 
the 
meeting’s 
concentration 
on 
proposals 
for 
secondary 
school 
— 
high 
school 
principally 
— 
expenditures. 
Ms. 
Straight summed up some of the feeling 
when she told the board that a proposal 
to carpet the simulated office facilities 
in the two high schools would strike 
discontent 
in 
the 
minds of many 
elementary teachers who do all their 
teaching on linoleum-covered floors. 
Ms. 
Eveleth 
declared: 
“ Your 
dropouts are made at the lower grades,” 
in a reference to the spending of money 
at the high school level as opposed to 
spending at the elementary level. 
Board chairman Karl Braun injected 
the second point just moments before 
the two and a half hour session ended. 
He said he hoped they’d decide early on 
how much of the $1.5 million they would 
spend and how much would be laid 
aside. Earlier Braun noted that there 
were no restrictions on how the money 
could be spent, and no time limitations 
on spending it. 
During yesterday’s discussion — on 
the one item of the windfall monies — 
the trustees worked their way through 
14 proposals with these key points:

School; $12,000 for the expansion of 
photography facilities at the two high 
schools, $12,000 for expansion of the 
auto fundamentals program at Cabrillo;

account; $6,630 for 
carpeting of the

Lompoc's landfill operations: 
mission challenge for Web Herrier

When people drive up to the 
Lompoc Sanitary Landfill and 
see the man in the huge dozer 
pushing 
dirt 
and 
rubbish 
around, they think that that is 
what he does for a living — 
push dirt and rubbish around 
Sixty-two*year-old 
Web 
H errier, 
the 
man 
who 
maneuvers the dozer, takes 
exception to this superficial 
appraisal of his job. He sees 
himself as an engineer with an 
ever 
challenging 
mission, 
which most people are unaware 
of. 
“ This is a planning job,” Web 
explained politely last week. 
“ To most people a dump like 
this isn’t anything to them. It’s 
just that, a plain dump But in 
order to get the most life out, 
you have got to plan it out. It’s 
a continuous planning job." 
How long can Web Herrier 
continue to bury garbage on the 
approximate 440 acres of land 
that the City of Lompoc leases 
from Joe Brown for $200 a 
month? — that is the question. 
Which will last longer? Web or 
the landfill? 
If his planning is accurate, 
Web will have retired for 10 
years or so before the present 
Lompoc Sanitary Landfill is 
filled 
and 
unable 
to 
take 
another 
pound 
of 
coffee 
grounds and potato peels. That 
would make him the winner. 
To date, he has raised the 
canyon floor of the landfill 
nearly 100 feet, but it will 
ascend another 100 feet before 
the floor reaches the boundary 
that 
is 
still 
high 
on 
the 
hillsides, marked off by a 
barbed wire fence. 
Web began filling the canyon 
in 
1961 
when 
the 
landfill 
opened. With some help, he 
threw up a 30 foot lever at the 
canyon’s 
head 
and 
started 
compacting piles of residential 
and commercial refuse against

it with his 35 ton dozer. 
Over the years, four foot 
layers of waste and two foot 
layers of dirt multiplied and 
rose across the canyon floor. 
As they did, Web ripped slices 
off the sloping hillsides with a 
ripper machine 
This was done because the 
dirt was needed to cover the 
garbage, but the space gained 
from cutting away the hillsides 
also made more space for 
burying garbage. 
To make his point about the 
importance 
of 
a 
skillfully 
planned landfill operation, Web 
told the Record that a landfill 
in Southern California was 
estimated to be exhausted in a 
year and a half. However, the 
city hired a better lanafill 
operator who came and got five 
more years of life out of the 
site. 
Such a feat represents a 
substantial savings to the city. 
There are many facts about 
the Lompoc Sanitary Landfill 
that most residents don’t know 


Ask 
and 
Web will 
gladly 
enlighten you. 
For 
example, 
as 
Web 
seemingly 
pushes dirt 
and 
rubbish around, he is careful to 
build 
the 
seemingly 
level 
layers of dirt and rubbish at a 
slight angle. This is so when it 
rains the water runs out of the 
canyon and does not steep into 
the buried waste and run out 
contaminated. 
And if people who use the 
landfill stop and smell, they 
will notice the absence of foul 
odor which is so common in 
most dumps. This is because 
Web covers the garbage as 
quickly as he can and because 
the layers of dirt and rubbish 
are 
narrow 
The 
12 
foot 
garbage layers in big city 
dumps are unavoidably made 
with pockets that create and 
emit unwelcome gases. 
Lompocans 
mistakingly 
throw out valuable articles in 
their garbage cans at home and 
they come screaming to the 
landfill to retrieve them. Nine 
times out of ten they come 
screaming the day after and 
it’s too late. The article has 
been plowed under. 
It doesn't always happen. 
Found has been a cash house 
payment in an envelope, a $1200 
check 
belonging 
to 
an 
insurance 
salesman 
and 
numerous sets of teeth braces 
in lunch bags that children 
unconsciously drop into cans at 
school. 
“ If people know about it 
before the truck comes in and 
call us, we’ll set the truck aside 
and try to find it for them," 
Web said. 
Sometimes 
locals 
deposit 
unlikely objects as refuse. A 
few 
years 
ago 
an 
irate 
gentleman hauled a complete 
set of living room furniture in 
good condition to the landfill. 
His wife had run away with 
another man. 
Only last week two women 


drove up to the landfill and one 
got out of the car and threw two 
small 
metal 
objects under 
Web’s 
roaring 
dozer. 
The 
objects, 
said 
one 
witness, 
looked like rings 
Delighted as a child, the 
woman got back in the car and 
the two drove off, laughing. 
Lompoc, according to Web, is 
very fortunate to have its 
landfill 
site 
so 
close 
to 
residents because the cost of 
running refuse trucks back and 
forth 
is 
expensive 
and 
inconvenient. 
“ In Solvang, they have to 
travel seven miles one way to 
their dump," pointed out Web. 
He figures that about 280 
square yards of waste is buried 
at Lompoc’s landfill daily. In 
1973, 24,675 tons of refuse was 
dumped, 80 per cent of it 
residential and 20 per cent of it 
industrial and commercial 
Harold Compton also works 
at the landfill. 
He is the 
attendant during the week.

Property owners object 
to street assessments

Three Olive Avenue property 
owners left the City Council in 
no 
doubt 
last 
night 
that 
spending money has become 
far too frequent and much less 
fun than it used to be. 
The trio comprised half of a 
list 
of 
six 
Olive 
Avenue 
property owners who will be 
assessed a total of $14,000 for 
their share of street work 
between 
Hawthorne 
and 
Seventh Streets 
Tony Armas, speaking for 
Mrs Martmetti, who is to be 
assessed $2,704 66, said the levy 
is unfair because the paving 
isn't on the Martinetti property 
and that the work is a repaving 
job, not new paving. 
Armas also contended that 
Mrs 
Martinetti 
was being 
penalized by having to pay for 
work which is largely on the 
other side of the street from 
her property. 
“ None of the improvements 
are on anyone’s property," 
answered 
Barry 
Gustafson, 
city public works director. 
“ They’re 
in 
front 
of (the 
owners’ property) and in the 
city right of way." 
City Attorney Alan Davidson 
added, 
“ These 
assessment 
districts have nothing to do 
with underlying ownerships ... 
the assessment is by virtue of 
benefit to her property." 
Gustafson added that the cost 
of the assessment to Mrs. 
Martinetti had probably been 
reduced by about $10,000 by the 
city’s putting a slight curve in 
Olive Avenue as it climbed a 
hill. 
Without 
the 
curve, 
Gustafson said, a retaining 
wall costing that much would 
have had to have been built — 
on the Martinetti property. 
Mrs. Martinetti hasn't been 
penalized, city staffers said, 
she’s 
actually 
received 
a 
benefit and will pay her fair 
share for it. 
Ed Hauenstein, who is listed 
for a $447 assessment for the 
same work, protested the fact 
that he had received a bill for 
the work with no itemization of 
costs. This, he said, did nothing 
to convince 
him 
that 
the 
assessment had any rhyme or 
reason to it. 
Hauenstein urged that future 
bills 
for such 
assessments 
include itemized cost lists. 
M ayo r 
Steven s 
and 
Councilwoman 
Charlotte 
Benton agreed this would be a 
good idea and Gustafson said 
he’d comply. 
Gene 
W a h le rs, 
c ity 
administrator, added that all of 
the 
work 
is 
put 
out 
for 
competitive bidding to achieve 
the lowest possible cost. 
Another 
of 
Houenstein’s 
objections was that curb and 
gutter work was done on the 
south side of the road while 
residents of the north side feel 
they are unfairly paying for it. 
Wahlers pointed out that the 
property on the south side of 
Olive Avenue is owned by the 
city. The total cost of the street 
work, he said, is $57,000.

The makings of a power 
struggle 
between 
the 
Democratic 
mayor 
and 
Republican governor, both of 
whom have their eyes on 
national political positions, was 
set when lawyers for White 
filed a memorandum in U.S. 
District 
Court 
stating 
the 
“ inadvisability" of using the 
National Guardsmen mobilized 
Tuesday by Sargent 
As the memo was filed, 50 
police 
stood 
guard 
inside 
racially troubled Hyde Park 
High Schol and hundreds of riot 
trained police surrounded the 
building At nearby armories, 
some 500 National Guardsmen 
were on standby orders to take 
to the streets if violence broke 
out. 
Shortly after Hyde Park high 
opened, a 17-year-old black 
student was arrested on a 
charge of assault and battery 
on a policeman in a dispute 


over the student carrying an 
umbrella The policeman re­ 
portedly tried to convince the 
youth to either hand over the 
umbrella or put it in a locker, 
instead 
of 
carrying 
it 
to 
classes 
White’s memorandum was 
filed before Judge W Arthur 
Garrity by Assistant Corpora 
tion Council Kevin Maloney It 
said it was inadvisable to use 
National Guardsmen because 
they were not properly trained 
“ This 
is 
not 
a 
specific 
motion It is just to advise the 
court 
and 
counsel 
of 
the 
mayor s ideas and to inform 
the court that we may make a 
specific motion as conditions 
warrant at a future date,” 
Maloney said. 
The National Guard units 
were mobilized Tuesday by 
Gov Francis W Sargent after 
President Ford rejected his 
request for federal 
troops 
Mayor Kevin H. White said the 
callup “ has all the earmarks of 
disaster.” 
A heavy, driving rain, the 
first on a school day since the 
court ordered plan to integrate 
public schools by busing began 
24 days ago, kept demonstra­ 
tors and spectators off the 
streets early today. 


Attendance was down eonsid 
erably at Hyde Park, the scene 
of a violent clash Tuesday 
between blacks and whites, in 
which a I5-year-old white boy 
was stabbed, and six other 
white students and a white 
teacher were injured 
Only some 200 blacks, about 
half the number in classes 
Tuesday, showed up today at 
Hyde Park It was estimated 
that less than 50 whites were in 
the school, thus the white 
students were outnumbered by 
police. 
School buses, with the usual 
motorcycle police escort, ar 
rived without incident 
Police Commissioner Robert 
diGrazia 
and

Supt. 
Joseph Jordan were on hand at 
Hyde Park along with the 
hundreds of 
police,

mounted on horses Officials 
said four State Police troopers 
also were on duty at stairways

—Second, it should permit 
presidential 
candidates 
to 
speak

without 
having to worry about the 
effect

individual, 
corporate 
or 
labor 
union 
contributors 
—Third, it should bring some 
law and order to a political 
jungle, 
where 
campaign 
finance restrictions of the past 
have been a standard to which 
only the naive adhered 


Because the law also permits 
any candidate to spend up to $12 
m illion 
in 
presidential 
primaries and provides some 
funds for minor parties and 
conventions, grand total spend 
mg in 1976 conceivably could 
approach $100 million 
That might not seem like 
much of a reform compared to 
the 
estimated 
$125 
million 
spent 
by 
all 
presidential 
candidates in 1972, but in light 
of the 25 
per cent 
(also 
estimated) spending increases 
in 
each 
of 
the 
last 
two 
presidential campaigns, it has 
dramatic 
inflation-stopping 
possibilities. 


In permitting the bulk of this 
money —up to $25 million for 
each candidate —to come from 
the federal Treasury instead of 
private pockets, the law elimi­

A lot of courage, a little dog spray 


She eludes muggers, breaks barriers

The sun’s morning rays 
were already growing warm 
as they spilled in an orange 
stream across the East River, 
and then onto the concrete 
promenade where Kathy 
Switzer ran. A boat horn 
sounded; birds were in the 
trees. She felt easy and light. 
It was a beautiful morning. 
And when she heard the 
footsteps behind her she 
turned and looked, more out 
of instinctive curiosity than 
alarm. 


A hundred or so yards 
behind, she saw a man in 
sweatshirt and sweat pants in 
a leisurely trot - obviously a 
fellow jogger. Subconsciously 
she felt relieved about that/ 


Kathy has had some un­ 
com fortable experiences 
while jogging alone. Now, she 
always clips a pencil-thin 
aerosol can of “dog spray” to 
the drawstring of her sweat 
pants, to ward off some dogs 
and some people. 
One afternoon several 


months ago, while jogging 
through Central Park, five 
tough-looking youths jumped 
out of the bushes. As Kathy 
came up hill in her 18th mile, 
the boys made lip-smacking 
sounds, and saia how they 
liked her long legs and supple 
body. She recalls now that 
she was too tired even to be 
scared, paid them no heed, 
jogged around them and con­ 
tinued down the hill. They 
were too stunned by her in­ 
souciance to follow. 


When she runs on the pro­ 
menade, she runs along the 
iron barrier beside the river, 
as opposed to running close to 
the park area. It is similar to 
the precaution of the gun- 
fighter who always sits in a 
saloon with his back to the 
wall. 


The footsteps were coming 
closer behind her. She did not 
turn around this time. Just 
another case of fragile male 
ego, she said to herself. Men 
often pass her, she believes, 
because they don’t like the 
feeling of running behind a 


woman. 


Anyway, she did not want 
to think further about those 
footsteps. Kathy was in train­ 
ing for an important race for 
her, the Olympic Airways- 
sponsored New York City 


marathon run of 26 miles, 385 
yards. In the last year she has 
made tremendous progress in 
her times. She says she has 
cut 20 minutes off her time. 
With blue eyes smiling, she 
adds that she has lost 20 
pounds, too. 
This marathon event is im­ 
portant because she hopes to 
run it in less than three nours, 
a feat she equates to a miler 
breaking the four-minute 
barrier. And the satisfaction 
of such improvement over 
the year has been euphoric, 
she says. “The feeling — that 
you are doing all you can to 
be the best you can — is in­ 
credible,” she has said. 
Kathy received national 
attention when she became 
the first female to run in the 
Rnsfnn Marathon 
in 1967. 
when she was a 19-year-old 
college student at Syracuse 


University. She had signed 
the application form 4 K.V. 
Switzer,” and wore a hooded 
sweatshirt on this rainy day. 
She was finally discovered 
when the day brightened and 
she removed her excess 
clothing while running. The 
Marathon’s co-director, Jock 
Sem ple, a w hite-haired 
Scotsman, believing she was 
desecrating the event, gave 
her hell with his brogue and 
tried to rip the number off 
her back. Fellow runners 
came to her aid, and she re­ 
mained in the race to the fin­ 
ish. 


Later, the Amateur Athle­ 
tic Union barred her and 
other women from competing 
with men (she had run dis­ 
tance on her college team, 
too). She successfully fought 
that ruling, with the help of 
others. In 1972 she was run­ 
ning in the Boston Marathon 
again, but this time legally. 
Kathy Switzer has been 
striving since the Boston 
Marathon of 1967 to earn a 
place for herself and other 
women athletes in the male- 


dominated sports world. She 
feels women, even in athletic 
events, are always looked at 
as women first and athletes 
last, by officials, some partic­ 
ipants and many spectators. 
She recalls in her first Boston 
Marathon when, after some 
20 miles, she was so fatigued 
she could hardly keep her 
eyes open. Strangely, she 
heard clapping. She opened 
an eye ana saw an elderly 
couple alongside the road, 
and the lady was applauding. 
Kathy figured the lady was 
cheering her perseverance. 
As Kathy jogged by, she held 
her head high, ana overhead 
the lady say, “ Look dearie, 
isn’t that cute - it’s a girl 
and she’s wearing earrings!” 
Now the slapping steps 
behind her got closer, louder. 
A sudden wash of panic came 
over Kathy. The man shot his 
arm around her neck. He 
stuck a steak knife under her 
ear. Kathy couldn’t scream; 
the sound was caught in the 
pit of her stomach. 
“Gimme your money,” he 
said. “I’m gonna cut you.” 


Huskies spend big 


for grid talent

There are two good reasons 
for opening the South hand 
one club rather than one 
notrump. One is that with 18 
high-card points and a five- 
card suit headed by A 10-9 
and five quick tricks, this 18 
point hand is too strong. The 
other is that you should try to 
avoid notrump openings with 
a worthless douhleton. 
The reason to open it one 
notrump is that if you do open 
one club and partner res­ 
ponds one heart or one spade 
you won’t know what to rebid. 
In any event it doesn’t mat­ 
ter this' time what you open. 
You should wind up playing 
three notrump and get a jack 
of spades lead. 


It doesn’t make much dif­ 
ference whether you grab the 
first spade or duck it. You are 
going to win a spade, lead the 
eight of diamonds and let it 
riae. 
If East wins with his king 
you will wind up making at 
least 10 tricks.

Wasting waste costs funds 


DETROIT (U PI > - The U.S. 
auto industry, like many of the 
nation’s other industrial giants, 
has discovered that wasting 
waste can be expensive 
General Motors estimates it 
now costs 16 billion a year just 
to haul away and dispose of the 
380 million tons of solid waste 
produced each year in the 
United 
States 
The 
No. 
1 
automaker says waste should 
be looked upon as a national 
resource 
and 
an economic 
opportunity. 
Some of the enthusiasm has 
gone out of conservation efforts 
since 
last 
winter's 
energy 
shortage, but many programs 
started then are continuing In 
the past year alone, the Ford 
Motor Co 
has saved $4 3 
million as a result of a program 
to reduce paper use 
GM collects over 2,000 tons of 
cardboard and paper each week 
from its plants for recycling 
Ford’s program has reduced 
paper usage at its facilities by 
10 per cent. 
Mayford 
L. 
Roark. 
Ford 
Finance Staff executive direc­ 
tor for system, said if the 
eliminated business stationery, 
finished printing and cardboard 


packaging materials were con 
verted to standard 8 Vk-by-U 
inch sheets, the savings would 
be equivalent to 16 million 
sheets a year. 
Virtually every Ford plant 
recycles 
water 
for cooling 
purposes, with many using the 
reclaimed 
water 
in 
their 
manufacturing processes 
At 
the new Tulsa, Okla.. glass 
plant, for instance, glass will 
be 
washed 
with 
recycled 
cooling water. 
Waste oil that Ford used to 
have to pay to have hauled 
away is now being collected 
and recycled. Through trial 
programs. Ford reclaims about 
300.000 gallons of oil monthly 
and hopes to more than double 
that amount by the end of this 
year. 


Often reconstituted with ad­ 
ditives, 
the 
waste 
oil 
is 
converted into hydraulic fluids, 
solvents, coolants, cutting oil 
and lubricants Some even has 
found its way back into use as 
plant heating oil. 
Ford’s Steel Division coke 
oven operations at the huge 
Rouge manufacturing complex 
in Dearborn produce numerous 


by-products that are reclaimed 
and reused internally or sold to 
outside manufacturers for pro­ 
cessing 
Among these ate fertilizer 
(45 tons produced daily), tar 
«42,000 
gallons 
daily), 
and 
crude light oil <10,000 gallons 
daily) which is feedstock for 
plastics Besides road surface 
materials, the tar also eventu­ 
ally 
finds 
its 
way 
into 
insecticides, electrode pitches, 
antiseptics, 
home 
insulation 
and even aspirin. 
With scrap steel at premium 
prices, Ford buys a quarter- 
million tons of fragmentized 
car hulks a year and uses them 
to produce a wide range of 
automotive castings, including 
engine blocks, rear-axle hous­ 
ings and crankshafts 
Several 
years 
ago, 
the 
decision whether to recycle or 
discard would have been based 
solely on costs. Today, says 
G M , 
there 
are 
other 
considerations such as the cost 
of collection and disposal by 
local 
governments 
if 
the 
material is not reused or sold 
and the national welfare in 
terms of 
conservation 
and 
pollution control.

of

for 
scientific studies. 
A private venture is being 
organized to produce about 
10,000 monkeys a year, the 
largest monkey raising under­ 
taking in the country, on the 
tiny island of Molokai. 54 miles 
southeast of Honolulu. 
Dr. Richard Bullock, assist­ 
ant director of the University 
of Hawaii Experiment Station 
and consultant to the project, 
explained 
that 
India, 
the 
leading 
supplier 
of 
rhesus 
monkeys for laboratory pur­ 
poses, is cutting back drastical­ 
ly 
on 
its 
exports 
of 
the 
creatures, creating an urgent 
need for another source of 
supply. 
“ In India, the supply is 
running out because of oppor­ 
tunists,” Bullock said. “ Also 
the losses in shipping and 
handling have been tremen­ 
dous.’' 
India had been exporting 
about 70,000 rhesus monkeys a 
year, but cut back in 1974 to 
only 15,000. 
Bullock said the Hawaiian 
Primate Production Center, 
headed by Richard Gearhart of 
Portland, Ore., plans to lease 
enough land on Molokai to 


eventually produce 10,000 mon­ 
keys annually and sell them to 
institutions for scientific pur­ 
poses. 
Monkey raising can be a 
profitable business, with mon­ 
keys now worth about $480 
each But it will take two to 
three years to bring production 
to a large scale, Bullock said, 
at an estimated cost of about 
$10 million. 
’‘Molokai is climatically ac­ 
ceptable for monkey raising,” 
Bullock said. “ They like warm 
climates." 
But many trees will also have 
to be planted to shield them 
from the island's severe winds. 


Bullock 
said 
the 
biggest 
problem is keeping the mon­ 
keys disease free. 
“ Of 
course 
the 
original 
monkeys brought in have to be 
free of disease, and they must 
be fed disease free food and 
handled by disease free wor­ 
kers,” he said. 


“ The problem of disease 
transmitted 
from 
man 
to 
monkey is much greater than 
from 
monkey 
to 
man. 
A 
monkey can even catch a 
cold.” 
Preliminary plans 
involve 
planting a 1,000-acre vegetable 
farm to feed the monkeys and 
hiring and training pineapple 
workers who face unemploy­ 


ment when Molokai's planta­ 
tions are phased out. 
Facilities would be built to 
make sure the monkeys don’t 
escape, and to keep curious and 
possibly 
contagious 
humans 
away from them 
The ultimate say on whether 
the monkey project starts rests 
with 
the 
State 
Board 
of 
Agriculture, which is consider­ 
ing all aspects of the situation. 
A spokesman said, “ In the 
face of population problems, 
we now seem to be faced with 
the 
problem of non-human 
primates.” 
The state is studying whether 
it can be assured that monkeys 
introduced on such a massive 
scale are disease free and 
whether to waive the present 
$50 bond for every monkey 
entering Hawaii.

Some people, the scientists 
says, think in pictures and not 
words.

I hesitated to write, since I am a 
minor actress in this play — and my 
reactions might understandably tend 
toward bias But I decided that I’ve 
lived long enough, know enough about 
writing, and could really, when I take 
the time to think about it, care less 
about whether anyone considers my 
reaction to Tulledo's critique biased or 
not, so here is my opinion (one I have 
held long before this particular critique 
sullied your presses >. 
Why in the world doesn’t the Lompoc 
Record teach its staff how to criticize in 
an 
orderly, 
developed, 
balanced 
manner? 
I've 
taught 
adults 
and 
teen-agers how to write for more than 10 
years now — and any standard text on 
criticism, any two-bit pamphlet on 
writing, will tell you that Tulledo’s 
article is one third off the point 
(criticizing the theater's selection of 
plays belongs in another article, not in a 
critique of a performance» — and the 
dodge of blaming such sloppy work on 
"being bored’’ by the performance is 
typical 9th grade ‘‘I lost my homework’’ 
stuff — really, Stan! 
Secondly, when Tulledo actually does 
express reaction to parts 
of 
the 
performance, he fails <miserably) to 
develop or explain — where was the 
mistiming ^ the disorganization? and 
moralizing 
("the 
Director 
should 
have” ) is a no-no — it’s bad form — as is 
a sweeping unsupported generalization 
panning the quality of the playwright’s 
play. And where is the conclusion? The 
"wrap-up?” I think 6th grade teachers 
(or maybe even his imaginary 4th 
grader learned this) use the term "the 
clincher” — there is none in Tulledo’s 
article — it merely drops with a 
comment on one of the actors 
Most assuredly, I’m disappointed that 
our little production did not get a kinder 
reception — especially since it’s the only 
criticism this poor little town will be 
able to read in its one lone little 
newspaper, and it’s really a fun little 
play — "something to do in Lompoc” 
besides cruising up and down Ocean or 
launching at the pad. It may not be more 
than that, but hopefully, such deep, 
thoughtful, bruised playgoers as Mr. 
Tulledo can salve their wounds at PACT 
this season. 
But my real disappointment is in the 
writing, Stan. If the play is as weak as 


you seem to indicate, couldn't we at 
least expect that your criticism would 
be written as well as the play was 
performed0

This water supply 
could be developed I believe to supply at 
least one third of that required by the 
City of Lompoc This would materially 
reduce the treating costs for the 
chemicals required for the new sewer 
project, and eventually reduce the salts 
in the water being returned to the Santa 
Ynez River 
The employment of a 
qualified geological engineer, a core 
drilling company, and the purchase of 
approximately 20 acres of land would be 
required. Approximately two and one-

The House of Representatives last 
week voted to establish a commission to 
eliminate unnecessary paperwork in the 
federal government. Just how much 
paperwork 
the 
commission 
will 
generate was not part of the debate 
“It 
won’t 
make 
headlines, but it will 
save a lot of trees,” 
was the comment of 
our 
Congressman 
Robert Lagomarsmo 
over the action. 
We disagree with 
the congressman on 
the point of whether 
or not the action will 
make headlines. We 
say 
that 
if 
the 
commission cuts out 
the 
unnecessary 
paperwork 
in 
the 
federal government, 
it will rate as high as "man bites dog’’ 
for headlines. 
The commission measure must still 
get Senate approval. With such approval 
the commission would be given a 
mandate to look into all statutes, 
policies, rules, regulations, procedures 
and practices relating to information- 
gathering processing and dissemination 
by the government. 
Present government regulations cost 
business and government an estimated 
$36 billion a year! 
We believe one area that the com­ 
mission, if approved, should investigate 
is the proliferation of press agentry in 
government. 
Every 
office 
in 
government must have a mimeograph 
machine and a press agent by the looks 
of our mail. 
Steve Gerstel, a writer for UPI, 
reported recently that taxpayers are 
charged $2.5 million a year so that U.S. 
senators can have press aides. It is not 
an exact figure, it could be higher. The 
total list is arrived at by taking the list 
of persons designated by senators as 
their press secretaries and adding up 
their salaries which are made public. 
The average salary is $25,020 with three 
top earners at $34,770 and one starving 
at $10,602 
Add to this the fact that just about 
every press secretary has a secretary 
and many have assistants. 
What do we, as taxpayers, receive for 
this outlay? 
An almost endless stream of material,

from

grant 
announcements to major speeches, all 
of which are designed to make the 
senator look good to his constituents 
and, if not good, save him from looking 
bad.

Every Scot has to see Edinburgh Our 
time was beginning to run out so the city 
tour solved the problem of how best to 
see the highlights in a short amount of 
time The driver of the tour bus was a 
jolly fellow who laced the facts with 
large dollops of Gaelic wit.

The country of Eire is not one bit eager 
to have wild eyed revolutionists — or 
even sneaky ones — coming through its 
gates enroute to the Six Counties up 
north, where people are being killed 
willy nilly.

headquarters for several days. I might 
say that all towns of any size have these 
centers where travelers can go to get 
lodging or any information you might 
want. 
They do 
the 
phoning

arranging and you can be assured of 
having a clean place in which to stay. 
Quite a service for usually 10 pence, 
about a quarter. The time saved a 
tourist in trying to track down some 
place to hang his hat for a night is 
astronomical These centers are all over 
the British Isles.
